- Today he gives some of his
impressions of Washington,
DC. and what his visit
meant to him.)

Many places across this 
land of ours are worth see­ 
ing, but there are many more 
that one should make a spe­ 
cial effort to visit.

Washington, D.C., is one of 
those special places. So spe­ 
cial, in fact, that no Ameri­ 
can who can should miss see­ 
ing it. It is hero that the 
wheels of government turn, 
and it is here that some of 
the most sacred treasures of 
America can be seen.

As thousands of other 
Americans   and thousands 
of strangers to the United 
States   will do this year, 1 
was able to tour the Nation's 
Capital this summer. That 
brief stay has left an impres­ 
sion that will only mellow 
with the ages.

Washington Is a busy place. 
New buildings are going up 
throughout the city. But amid 
the hum of construction ham­ 
mers and hurry-up pace of 
bureaucrats, there is a silent, 
sentimental world only you 
can know.

The city Is dominated by 
the Mall. At one end stands 
the Capitol and at the other 
the Washington Monument 
rises 550 feet over the city. 
Along the Mall most of the 
nation's treasures are housed 
in numerous buildings.

The Notional Art Gallery, 
the National Museum, t h e 
Smlthsonian Institute, and 
the National Archives are im­ 
posing in themselves. But in­ 
side you may see world fa­ 
mous paintings which depict 
  part of the history of the 
United States, the Wright 
Brothers' plane, Allan Shop- 
ard's space capsule, or the 
founding documents of the 
Nation.
